Chairman Borah’s Statement. 


Chicago, Oct. 16.- Senator William 
JE. Borah (Rep., Ida ), called from a 
campaign tour in the west by the 
■charges of Senator La Follette, inde­ 
pendent presidential candidate, that 
improper 
and 
unw arranted 
use 
of 
money had become a factor in the 
■campaign in certain states, said here 
that “every line of inquiry will be 
followed to the end that as far aa 
possible the source of all campaign 
funds may bo revealed.” 
Chairmen 
o f the national com m ittees of the Re­ 
publican and Democratic parties and 
John M. Nelson, national director of 
the La Follette campaign, have been 
requested to submit formal detailed 
reports for the examination of the 
committee. , Senator Borah said that 
if any evidence were offered by the 
La Follette forces it would 
be 
re­ 
ceived by the com m ittee at some con- 
wenl&it place, probably in the east. 
Should witnesses be available in Chi­ 
cago, however, the entire inquiry will 
be prosecuted here. 
While the senate 
committee was 
called to meet at this time because 
of the charge of Senator Robert M. 
La Follette, the independent presiden­ 
tial candidate, that the Republicans 
a re raising a huge “slush” fund for 
use in-dotrbtful states. Senator Borah 
said the inquiry would be directed 
first at ascertaining the 
actual 
re­ 
ceipts and expenditures by the three 
m ajor political organizations—Repub­ 
lican, Democratic 
and 
Independent. 
These will be studied carefully by the 
com m ittee 
before an effort will 
be 
made to determine tile full scope of 
the investigation and whether it is to 
be pursued at places other than Chi­ 
cago. 
Borah announced 
that 
Crank P. 
W alsh of Kansas City. who has been 
selected by Senator 
La Follette to 
present his charges to the committee, 
would be called as soon as the pre­ 
liminary phases of the investigation 
have 
been concluded. 
Senator Bo­ 
rah, 
who 
is chairman of the com­ 
mittee. said he had ".ct been advised 
as to who would be selected by the 
.several 
organizations 
to 
represent 
them before the com m ittee 
At west­ 
ern Democratic headquarters here it 
was stated that the whole m atter is 
In the hands of National Chairman 
Shaver, who is expected here from 
W ashington in a few days. 
Chairman Butler of the Republican 
national 
committee 
and 
William 
Hodges, the national treasurer, have 
prepared a report for the committee, 
which will be submitted* by a repre­ 
sentative.

that Butler lied Hodges would be pre­ 
pared to appear personally before th*' 
com m ittee at some later time if ape 
dflcally requested to do so.

Big Dirigible, Brought Safely Through 
the Winds and 
Perils of the At­ 
lantic, Hovers Above Boston and 
New York to Demonstrate the Fu­ 
ture of Its Type of Aircraft— Land­ 
ing Made Without Incident. 


Lakehurst, N. J., Oct. 16.—The Zep­ 
pelin ZR-3 is safely in her hanger 
here after completing her 80-hour trip 
from Germany. 
The giant airship w'as the second 
ligliter-than-air craft to cross the At­ 
lantic and she broke the record of 
the British R-3| for westward flight 
over the ocean. 
The British dirigible 
flew from East Fortune, Scotland, Av* 
years a^o, requiring 
four 
days, 12 
hours, for the journey. 
Landing here Captain George W. 
Steele, senior American observer on 
board the Zeppelin, wras met by his 
mother, Mrs. George Steele of Marion, 
Iud.; 
his uncle, F rank 
Swayzee OI 
Washington. D. C., and his wife, to 
whom he was m arried in Germany 
eight months ago. 
“We had a won­ 
derful journey,’' were Steele’s words. 
"The only bad w eather whs Tuesday, 
when we changed our 
course 
and 
headed for Newfoundland.” 
The ZR-3 first crossed over Amer­ 
ican soil when her commander. Dr. 
Eckener, 
who 
brought 
her 
safely 
through the winds and perils of the 
Atlantic, steered the 
Zeppelin 
over 
Boston. 
This was 75 hours and 47 
minutes after her departure. 
Contin­ 
uing down the coast, Dr. Ekener sent

Columbus, Oct. 16—The Ohjo Wel­ 
fare 
conference, in

to create a comprehensive probation 
system for adult offenders in Ohio. 
Outlines of the proposed law, which 
is being dratted by the Ohio institute, 
were presented at sectional sessions 
of the conference.

ated would be left to each individual 
county.

Ohio’s Corn Crop Reported Only Half 
of Last Year's. 
Columbus. 
Oct. 
16.—With 
Ohio's 
orn crop now in shocks and approx- 
mately final estim ates of the quantity 
ire available. C. J. West, state-federal 
crop statistician, predicted that, de­ 
spite favorable weather conditions, it 
will be only a lfttie more than half 
of last year's. 
Most recent figures 
place the total crop at 90,650,000 bush­ 
els. 
Last year the yield amounted 
to 159,860,000 bushels. West said corn 
just about held its own during the 
month of Septem ber with the favor­ 
able weather, but too much of the 
acreage received too late a start to 
m ake up for the bad beginning. 
The 
entire corn crop for the country is 
estim ated to be about a half billion 
bushels short of last 
year’s 
yield. 
Both tobacco and sugar beat crops 
will be well below last year, West de­ 
clared.

It was actually by the 
overheating of a stove ny using tu> 
many of these ta^ly-sticks that the old 
houses of parliament eft light fire in 
J 834 and were burned down.

and attributed His works to the Devil 
(Mark 3:22) He denounced them in 
scathing terms and began to teach 
them by parables in fulfillment 
of 
Isaiah 0:10. 
The parabolic method of 
teaching 
makes clear the truth 
to 
those who love it and conceals it from 
those who dislike it. 
A great multitude gathered to Him 
at the seaside (v. I), so that, In or t< r 
to escape the pressure of the crowd, 
He was obliged to enter a boat. From 
the boat as a pulpit He taught many 
things in parables. In this parable the 
sower and the seed are the same in all 
instances, but the results are entirely 
different. 
The difference lies in the 
condition of the soil. The central pur­ 
pose of the teaching of this parable is 
to show that the results of preaching 
the Word depend upcfn the condition 
of tho human heart. 
I. The Wayside (vv. 4; lo). 
The wayside means the track beaten 
down by the hoofs of animals and the 
feet of men. 
Because the soil was un­ 
broken 
and 
uncultivated 
the 
seed 
could not get F or. en th tho suffice, 
therefore was devoured by the Dwls 
that came along (v. 4). 
The great 
truth taught here is that the heart un­ 
broken and hard is not fit soil for the 
Gospel. 
Such a heart it penetrate* 
not, but lies loosely opon the surface. 
It is not recognized as God’s means 
for 
restoring 
them 
onto 
Himself. 
While in this condition the evil one 
finds some way to snatch away the 
truth. 
The fowls that devour the seed 
represent tile agents of Satan (v. 15). 
II. 
T h e Stony G round (vv. 5, 6 ; IG, j 
17). 
This means not stones mixed with 
soil, but stones with a thin layer of 
sol! on them. 
With such conditions a 
seed springs up quickly and likewise I 
scorches quickly, as it has not much 
depth. The great lesson is that hearts 
superficially 
Impressed 
receive 
the 
Word with Joy, but when affliction or 
persecution arises for the W ord’s sake, 
Immediately they are offended. 
They 
j wither away and die. 
III. 
T h e T h o rn y G round (vv. 7; IS, 
19). 
In this case the ground Is good, but 
has thorns In it. 
It is mellow enough 
and has sufficient depth, but has not 
been cleaned of the thorns. 
Such 
really hear the Word, but “the cares 
of this world, and the deceitfulness of 
riches, and the lusts of other things 
entering in, choke the Word, and it 
becometh 
unfruitful’’ 
(v. 
19). 
The 
thorny ground hearers of this age are 
those: 
1. Who are so Immersed in worldli­ 
ness, business and anxious cares that 
tile good seed cannot mature. 
2. Who are rich. 
Anxious care in 
business brings riches and the effect 
of riches Is to blunt the spiritual per­ 
ception of men and women, thereby 
rendering them unsusceptible to tile 
call of God, to higher things in life. 
3. Who are running after the pleas­ 
ures of life. 
All these things choke 
the Word. 
Muny of the enjoyments 
of the world may be Innocent in them ­ 
selves. but they attract so much atten­ 
tion and consume so much energy and 
time that one has not time for Bible 
reading, meditation and prayer. 
IV. The Good Ground (\v. S; 20). 
This ground differs from all the rest. 
It is soft and mellow, deep and m oist; 
therefore, Is capable of bringing forth 
fruit, some an hundred, some sixty 
and some thirty-fold,1 indicating differ­ 
ent degrees of fruitfulness even of the 
good ground. 
In the measure that 
the heart Is kept free from worldli­ 
ness, riches and pleasure, the good 
seed matures.

“The correspondence courses offered 
by universities are in five Instances 
conducted by the extension division of 
the university and in one case by the 
department of hygiene. One university 
conducts only one course, two conduct 
two courses, two, four courses, and one 
conducts seven courses. 
Most courses 
appeared to he offered primarily for 
those who are now or intend to be en­ 
gaged in public health work, although 
a few courses apparently are for lay­ 
men. 
“In nil cases tuition is "bnrefed text­ 
books are used and examinations given. 
Academic credit is 
granted 
for all 
courses, 
except 
in one 
university, 
where credit is given when the stu­ 
dent Is enrolled in tile school of medi­ 
cine. 
The length of courses varies 
from 20 to 40 lessons. 
While tile 
courses offered by universities may 
have a more dignified 
status 
than 
those offered by state departments of 
health, tile number of students en­ 
rolled is not large.
